CHINA, JAPAN AND 
RUSSIA PLAN NEW 


“TRIPLE ALLIANCE’

PEKIN, Aug. 10-——A new and 
powerful alignment of nations, 
Japan, China and Russia, is arising 
in the Orient. which, although not 


militaristic, could not be ma- 


neuwered by any outside political 


8 torce. The prime mover in the 


new alignment now is Kenkichi 
Yoshizawa, Japanese. Minister to 
Peking, who has just returned 
from a visit to the island of Sakha- 


lin and also to Mukden. At Muk- 
den he conferred with Chang Tso- 
Lin, the Manchurian War Lord, on 
several points necessary to bring 


him into co-operation with Peking 


concerning China's part in the 
triple alignment making for the 
peace of the Orient. 

Mr. Yoshizawa is now in Peking 
where he is negotiating with M. 
Karakhan, the soviet representa- 
tive in the Far East, regarding the 
resumption of diplomatic relations 
between Russia and Japan. 

Japan is making the greatest 
concessions in order to make the 
new line-up a success. It asks a 
comparatively small share in the 
stake beyond an equal division of 
the trade advantages in Northern 
Manchuria coupled ‘with access to 
the oil deposits in Sakhalin Island. 


JAPAN’S AIM 


What Japan desires is evidenced 
by the overtures which are fast 
drawing to a close. This is an as- 
surance that it will have friend- 
ly or neutral nations on the con- 
tinent, thus enabling it to face its 
sole and fancied enemy to the East. 
Premier Kato and other leaders 
have not hesitated to express their 
deep resentment over the Ameri- 
can immigration legislation and 
they see in the continued Ameri- 
can possession of the Philippines 
a menace to the oil routes from 
Borneo and other districts. 

Russia realizes that it has lit- 
tle in common with Japan, but the 
uppermost desire of the soviet is 
peace on all its frontiers. Hence 
it is willing to abandon its for- 
mer idea to buffer states and also 
to co-operate with Japan for the 
development of Manchuria. 


CHINA SEEKS PEACE 


China desires peace with its 
neighbors, hence it is encouraging 
both parties to reach an agree- 
ment which includes, among other 
things, Japanese rights to river 
navigation and threugh trains to 
Harbin when the political difficul- 
ties over the Chinese Eastern Rail- 
way are removed by its becoming 
a Chino-Russian enterprise. 

Japan unquestionably has under- 
gone a revolution in its political 
policies as violent as the earth- 
quake of last year which exposed 
crevices in its economic structure. 
The last thing that Japan desires 
is war. It seeks full development 
of its latest policy “Asia for Asi- 
atics,”” with the full confidence that 
having only to post guards to the 


eastward its position will be unas- 


sailable so long as it confines it- 
self to Manchuria with the trade 
resources of Eastern Siberia and 
North China behind it. .

This last curtain is being rung down on a tragedy which 
began many years ago, the first act of which was the anarchist Hay- 
market riots in Chicago and the last act death at the hands of the 
soviets. Abraham and Sonla Baron 


The Goddess of Irony may well 
puzzle the case of one of Amer- 
ica’s reddest radicals, slowly put 
to death by the reddest of radical 
governments the world has ever 
known. 

Today through secret sources is 
obtained what is probably the last 
letter from Abraham Baron. 

“We leave tomorow for Gol- 
gotha in the Arctic. It means 
merely death from cold and star- 
vation. My companions have 
written their last letter. We leave 
nothing but sorrow behind us. We 
have no use to write our wills,” 
writes Baron. He recounts the suf- 
fering of himself and his compan- 
fons and also tells how his wife, 
Sonia Baron, was executed by a fir- 
ing squad of Bolsheviks. Sonia Bar- 
on, who is also known in Chicago 
and New York, where for Many 
years she was active among rad- 
icals, was imprisoned by the Bol- 
sheviks for radical propaganda. 
She escaped from prison. For this 
crime the soviets killed her. 

Abraham Baron was one of those 
radicals whose enmity to society 
first famed when the Chicago 
anarchists were hanged. Years 
later he became friendly with Mrs. 
Parsons, widow of one of those 
hanged, and together they found- 
ed and edited a radical paper 
called the Alarm. The Alarm cir- 
culated among all radicals in 
America and made Baron as well 
as Mrs. Parsons known everywhere 
among the Reds. 

Like other radicals Baron saw 
the dream of a radical Utopia when 
Russia smashed the shackles of the 
Romanoffs and declared itself a 
Communist state and M. Lenin and 
M. Trotzky invited the radical lead- 
ers of the world to help usher in 
anew day. 


worked for the soviet—for a while. 
Then came the soviet suppression 
of all they had hoped for. Free 
speech, free thought, free assem- 
bly was suppressed and under thé 
soviet system they saw the masses 
enslaved, terrorized, arrested and 
killed. Their dreams were shat- 
tered. ;

Leah Guttmann, whose husband 
was killed some time ago while on 
a peace mission sent by the soviets 
to a notorious bandit chieftain, 
Machne, who terrorized the Uk- 
raine. Guttman had arranged for 
Machne to quit fighting the soviets 
and was returning to Kharkoff 
when he was ambushed and mur 
dered. Since then Leah Guttmann 
also came under soviet suspicion 
and was sent to Solovetsky.

At the Washington conference 
France, so far as she ie concerned, 
Willingly submitted to naval re- 
Auctions, because she trusted the

But at the very first ses- 
ston of the conference M. Briand 
explained clearly why our coun- 
try was obliged to see to it that 
her land frontiers were respected, 
and we certainly cannot agree that, 
during a conference on military 
armaments, conditions which we 
consider to be a Ganger to our 
tranquility and to peace should be 
imposed on us.

lied governments. 


PACT OF GUARANTEES 

He was unable to shake the con- 
victions of his contradictors. On 
April 20. President Wilson and M. 
Clemenceau came to an agreement 
which was subsequently accepted 
by the other delegates: Great Brit- 
ain and the United States would 
sign a pact of guarantees. The 
entire left bank of the Rhine would 
be occupied, but the occupation 
would be reduced to a period of fif- 
teen years, the evacuation to take 
place in three stages. 

On April 28, after a conversa- 
tion which I held with Clemenceau 
I wrote him a long letter, which 
I asked him to communicate to 
President Wilson and Lloyd George.

At the plenary session of the 
peace conference held on May 6, 
Marshal Foch, who had continu- 
ally confided in me his anxiety con- 
cerning the future, made a su- 
preme effort to obtain additional 
security. He was turned down. 

There was nothing left to do 
but to fall back on the agreement 
of April 20 and on June 28, at 
the very time of the signing of 
the Treaty of Versailles.

Great Britain and Ireland. In each 
of these two agreements it was 
specified that neither would go in- 
to effect until the other had been 
ratified. 

On September 2 following, when 
the Treaty of Versailles was dis- 
cussed in the French Chamber, M. 
Clemenceau and M. Tardieu, 
Government Commissioner, spoke 
of these two pacts as though they 
were already final and they At- 
firmed that in their minds the 

romises of assistance from the 
JInited States and England com- 
pleted the Treaty of Versailles on 
the chapter dealing with security 
much more satisfactorily than did 
the measures which had been at 
first suggested by Marshal Foch. 
The declarations of the govern-

gions, who feared the possibility 
of further German invasions. 


Meanwhile the United States, 
te having refused to ratify 
the treaty, as well as the pact of 
guarantees, Great Britain al- 
though she had like France, ra:- 
ified the treaty, considered that 
the pact was void as was the 
American one and thus France 
was placed in a peculiar position. 
Her Allies and associates had 
asked her to make concessions 
in the wording of the treaty and 
promised immediate assistance in 
case she was attacked.

CALLED DANGEROUS 

Finally M. de Saint Aulatre said 
that this formula was dangerous 
becauce it might mislead France 
into a false belief of security and 
cause Eng and to ask us to reduce 
armaments, invoking - deceiving 
guarantees as an excuse.

DATA FOR LEAGUE 


Thereupon, the League of Na- 
tions, in order to throw light on 
the statistical investigation of 
armamente which it had started, 
asked the governments which were 
League members for a complete 
statement of their requirements 
in regard to their national secur- 
ity in view ot their international 
obligations and their geographical 
position and of any other circum- 
stances. On June 30 I furnished 
all the details asked for. 

It is then that the League of 
Nations was led to consider the re- 
duction of armaments in the light 
of an essentially political problem 
and acknowlege the fact that any 
plan of this kind should depend 
upon the previous establishment of 
guarantees of security. | 

The League then gave its officers 
the task of finding out what these 
guarantees should be and in agree- 
ment with Lord Robert Cecil, the 
representative of England, and aleo 
in agreement with all the British 


experts at Geneva, a plan was 
drawn up carefully by which it 
was recommended that States 


which were bound by joint inter- 
ests and exposed to join dangers 
should conclude defensive agree- 
menta, providing that, just as 
France had always demanded, these 
agreements should allow for the 
advance, organization and detailed 
specification of mutual assistance 
and, later, provision for the un- 
delayed reply to an attack. 

This is the plan which the Brit- 
ish Cabinet rather disdainfully has 
rejected. At the session of Sep- 
tember 29, 1928, Mu. Benes in the 
name — Czecho-Slovakia, M. Stair- 
munt in the name of Poland, and 
M. Lebrun in the name of France, 
speaking before the Leakue’s gen- 
eral assembly at Geneva eloquently 
Justined the suggestion of the 
League's officers, and the League 
decided to ask the opinion of the 
government as concerned. The Brit- 
ish. reply, unfortunately, leaves no 
hope of succeeding along these 
lines. England even declares that 
there is no reason for the debate 
to continue. 

Once more, therefore, France 
will have to look elsewhere for the 
guarantees which—have no doubts 
we shall again see placed before 
Us some time during the coming 
months.

Since the resumption of relations 
between Austria and Russia the so- 
viets have sent their ablest propa- 
ganda experts to Vienna to direct 
the general and detailed propa- 
ganda work throughout Europe, 
chiefly in the Balkans. Both the 
state and city governments kept 
the closest possible watch on their 
activities. Several times Bolshe- 
vik agents have been expelled but, 
despite this, the work has been 
carried on so successfully that the 
Balkans are closer to a serious out- 
break than at any time since 1914. 


RAIDS OF NO AVIAL

garian Communists, who drive 
through the country, plundering 


villages and attacking small gar- 
risons, first finds its way to Vienna, 
where it is distributed through 
trusted agents.

Congress Expected to Fight 

More Lenient Terms 

French and Italian Loans to 
be Crux of Battle 


Lower Rates Than Those 
Britain Not Wanted 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—Oppe- 
sition may be encountered in Con- 
gress to the scheme for funding the 
French and Italian debts to the 
United States on a somewhat more 
favorable basis than the British 
agreement. 

The proposed plan, as reported

Slightly Better Trend for 
Steel Continues

NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—Profit- 
taking in the markets and reports 
of a further slight improvement in 
industry divided attention in busi- 
ness and financial quarters during 
the past week, with continued ease 
in money and encouraging reports 
from the London conference. 

The cheapness of money was em- 
phasized by a fresh reduction in 
the rediscount rate of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank at New York, 
the new rate of 3 per cent com- 
paring with one of 3% per cent 
that had existed since Juze 12, 
last. As the member banks at 
New York are nearly out of debt 
at the reserve institution and as 
the official rate was above the 
market, the reduction did not much 
effect open-market conditions. It 
was interpreted as indicating a be- 
et that no early or sudden firm- 
ing-up in rates is likely. 


STEEL 1S BETTER 


Reports from the steel industry 
revealed a maintenance of the 
slight improvement in production 
and buying that began in the lat- 
ter half of July. Output for the 
industry as a whole was somewhat 
in excess of 45 per cent of ca- 
pacity. The trade reviews indi- 
cated that the pick-up that oc- 
curred was chiefly because of the 
reduction in the stocks in consum- 
ers’ hands. No great improvement 
is anticipated until a revival oc- 
curs in other lines of industfy. 
Steel prices continued soft, desir- 
able orders drawing out fresh con- 
cessions from the manufacturers. 

Rail-car loadings continued to 
hold to a fairly even level. The 
total for the week ended July 26 
was 926,000, which was slightly 
smaller than that for the week be- 
fore and some 115,000 below the 
total for the corresponding week 
of last year. The statistics revealed 
a materially increased movement 
of grain, which was a natural re- 
sponse to the better conditions 
that prevail in the grain markets. 

Grain prices were subject to con- 
siderable fluctuation with hedging 
sales a restraining factor. Values 
nevertheless, were well maintained 
with September future holding 
around $1.30.- This occurred de- 
spite a government crop report that 
raised the previous month's esti- 
mate by 74,000,000 bushels. 


COTTON LOWER 

The government report on the 
cotton crop also placed the yield 
at a higher figure. Here the in- 
erease in the estimate during the 
last two weeks of July amounted 
to 417,000 bales. It put the an- 
ticipated total up to 12,351,000 
bales. Prices were somewhat low. 
er. The development was con- 
structive so far as the textile in- 
dustry is concerned, as a large 
crop at moderate prices is needed 
to stimulate consumers’ buying of 
cloth and clothing.

being good.

NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—Reduc 
tion last week of the New York 
Federal Reserve Bank's rediscount 
rate to 3 per cent, the lowest of 
any central bank in the world, re- 
vived the flagging support of the 
bond market and stimulated sharp 
rallies in all classes of securities. 

In the case of foreign obliga- 
tions the change in the rate mere- 
ly accentuated an advance which 
already had carried most Euro- 
pean issues to record high levels 
for the year. The firm foundation 
laid in the inter-Allied conference 
for execution of the Dawes plan, 
probable evacuation of the Ruhr, 
and flotation of an international 
loan to Germany promoted heavy 
accumulation of all French and 
Belgian bonds. Gains for the week 
ranged from two to six points. 
Austrian, Serbian, Hungarian and 
other continental issues also at · 
tained new peak prices. 


NEW YORK IS CENTER 


Internationa! significance of the 
lowered bank rate, bankers as- 
serted, would be the establish- 
ment of New York as the most at- 
tractive market in the world for 
foreign borrowers. Through its ef- 
fects on the bond market the re- 
duction was seen as a boon to for- 
eign financing, particularly the 
forthcoming German loan. 

Striking testimony to the 
strength of the current investment 
market was offered last week 
when the sale of $20,000,000 Ar- 
gentine six months b per cent notes 
on a 3% per cent basis estab- 
lished a record low rate for short- 
term borrowing by a foreign gov- 
ernment. Proceeds from the sale 
will refund a $20,000,000 issue ma- 
turing on the 15th inst.

Considerable attention is being 
paid by oll men to progress in 
a new fleld known as Phelps

sion of it. It has been named for 
Zed Phelps, one of the pioneer oil 
men of the Coalinga and Midway 
fields. Phelps and his associates 
have prospected the district and 
have succeeded in interesting cap- 
ital to an extent that several tests 
are under way. Phelps is a resi- 
dent of Taft. 

Phelps Hills are in the same 
townships as the Hovey Hills, but 
extended to the north and west 
of the proved area. The possible 
field runs from Sec. 6 and 7 
in a general southeasterly direc- 
tion through township 31-22 and 
thence through 32-23 to Sec. 
36, owned by Hovey, for whom 
the Hovey Hills were named. 


TWO. MILES IN LENGTH 

The strip is some two miles in 
width and is made up, according 
to United States geological re- 
ports chiefly of the Maricopa shale 
of the Monterey group and of the 
same character and age as have 
furnished the production in the 
proved area to the southeast. 

These shales show a number of 
definite anticlines, mostly short, 
but some as long as two miles. 
The structures are looked upon 
with favor by many oil men, who 
have gone over the ground re- 
cently. Traces of oil sands are 
readily found through the entire 
length of the area. 

Development work is well under 
way, with much activity in evi- 
dence. In the northerly end of the 
territory, on Section 7, 21-22, the 
Formax Ol Company has a rig up 
and is ready to spud in. The 
company has been one of the most 
successful in the Hovey Hills | 
area.

About two years ago the Union, 
casting about for new oil flelds to 
supply the ever-increasing demand 
for petroleum and its many prod- 
uets, decided that three giant 
structures, comprising 12,000 acres 
situated north of Fort Collins, 
Colo., looked worth while. 


FIRST GASSER HIT 

On Armistice Day, 1923, the first 
of the three events which have 
given the opinions of Union geolo- 
gists national attention took place. 
The first well on the Wellington 
Dome came in suddenly as the 
greatest gasser in the State's histo- 
ry—the first for Colorado, in fact. 
Eighty-two million cubic feet of 
gas poured skyward daily. After 
forty-nine days’ unabated flow. 
during which time oil ‘was found 
to accompany the gas, the well 
was successfully capped. 

Two weeks ago the second well 
on this structure, Mitchell No. 1, 
als obroke loose with a furious gas 
output. Its flow was estimated to 
be equal to that of the first well 


on the dome. The Mitchell, how- 
ever, caught fire, the pillar of 
flames mounting 150 feet in the 


alr. 
The meaning of the two great 
gas wells is scarcely appreciated 
by the surface facts. At the same 
time the Mitchell came in with its 
huge production, the Wellington 
well was tested and showed undi 
minished pressure. The enormous 
gas pressure encountered on top of 
a known oil sand is causing Colo- 
rado, long dormant so far as the 
envied oil activity is concerned, to 
have visions of leading the country 
in petroleum production. At all 
events, great things are un- 
doubtedly in store for the State. 
Already the . achievements of the 
Enſon at Fort Collins have given 
that part of the State a boom of 
such dimensions as had never be- 
fore been dreamed of by inhabi- 


tants.

Rev. Gustav A. Briegleb and 
Rev. Robert P. Shuler took occa- 
sion yesterday to explain to their 
congregations how they happened 
to become associated with the Lex- 
Volimer case and the events that 
preceded the filing by Mrs. Char- 
lotte M. Lex of a breach of prom- 
ise suit against August Vollmer, 
formerly Chief of Police in Los 
Angeles. 

After relating how he and Mr. 
Shuler met Mrs. Lex in Mr. Shu- 
lers study, heard her story and 
then went with Mrs. Lex to the 
Southern Pacific station, hoping to 
catch Chief Vollmer before he left 
town, Dr. Briegleb denied that he 
had indicated the name of an at- 
torney for Mrs. Lex to go to. 

“For myself, 1 shall still believe 
in August Vollmer,.“ Dr. Briegieb 
said. “I shall wait until all the 
evidence is in. If Mrs. Lex is tell- 
ing the truth, then we can only 
pity her and allow the courts to 
mete out judgment.” 

Mr. Shuler, speaking the 
pulpit of the — et hodist 
Church, told his congregation that 
just before Chief Vollmer's depart- 
ure for Berkeley, Mrs. Lex tele- 
phoned to him for an appointment. 
She then came and told her story. 

Dr. Briegleb and I made two 
attempts to locate Chief Vollmer 
at the train and confront him with 
the woman,” Mr. Shuler declared.

Passes From Family 


|New Owner to Keep Intact 
Historic Buildings 


An era in the history of Call- 


| fornia closed yesterday. The Del 


Valles of Camulos bade farewell to 
the homesead where they have 
lived in successivé generations 
since Antonio del Valle settled in 


1840 on the princely grant of 


48,000 acres made to him by the 
Spanish government. 

The passing of the Del Valles ts 
the passing of the old regime. 
They are said to be the last of the 
old Spanish families who held in 
unbroken succession to the ances- 
tral acres, but last month Rancho 
Camulos, now dwindled to a little 
more than 2000 acres, was sold, 
and yesterday the former owners 
gave to their relatives and friends 
the last of the bull's head barbe- 
cues for which the estate has long 
been famous. 

In the spacious shelter of the 
old adobe hacienda, Mr. and Mrs. 
Uipiano del Valle received their 
guests. Tokens of plenteous hos- 
pitality greeted their eyes as they 
stepped into the shade of the ver- 
anda—fruite of the orchard, the 
fields and the garden, disposed to 
display the generousity of the land 
as well as of those who held it. 
Across the patio drifted the emoke 
of the roasting pit, where the fat- 
tened beef was sizzling over the 
coals. On their ears fell cease- 
lessly the soft gush of pulsing 
waters. 


HISTORY FAMILIAR 
Few needed to be told the his- 


tory of a house with which they 
were famillar from childhood. 


[They knew in which chamber all 


the Del Valles had been born. 
They had seen in the loft of the 
old winery Ramona'’s carriage, 


with its silver mountings, the lit“ 


tle folding seat for the footman 
behind, the wheels s0 stoutly 
fashioned and carefully seasoned 
that the spokes and felloes are as 
tight and the tires as closely 
seated as on the day they first 
rolled ashore from a voyage 
around the horn. 

Some of them had tasted the 
priceless port and madeira, home 
grown vintages of the early six- 
ties and seventies, that have ripen- 


fed through slow decades in the 


cool cellars under the flooring of 
the pillared galleries. They knew 
through which alley in the arbor 
Ramona had stolen southward on 
her elopment to San Diego. They 
had eaten walnuts from the huge 
tree between the garden and the 
river —the oldest m the State, 
shading nearly one third of an 
acre and yielding almost a ton of 
nuts yearly.
